The civil* conflitutron of thfs^frigdom by no'mca^^ ticr ' 
termines the connection vhich^ ought fo' be eftabfifliW'bei' 
tween the parent country and her colopje?, nor. thje dii^tigs 
reciprocally incumbent on each oAcr^ ColiMii^tion ftym 

England, 
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V^^lim4«t>elfig'tinfai6wn before tbedifcbver^ of AmttUii' 
and wholly unprovided for, by iu original Uws ; nor can 
any precedent or inform^iQp»4>erjt^npt to the prefent fob- 
jed, be deduced from an'etent hiftory.fince the fettlement of 
all our American colonies(NovaScotia andGeor^ta excepted) 
ii7aj( uncl^t^qQ fi;on:(/x^tiyes,& attended withcii^ipi)^ce», 
perfedly fingularft diffimilar to the views which influenced 
icolonization in the more ea^ly.ages of the worHd. The pre- 
jRm^t difpute therefore can only be determined, by confider- 
ing what were^ generally ui^defftpo^ xq be thq. tigl^ts, pd 
privileges of the colom^^at,' and. fooii aft^r,^ their ieMle- 
ment, as they appear from their mod antient charters, and 
the fevcral a^ and declarations procaedmg from the crown 
at that zra, together with the condudt of parliament pa 
this fubjed, and obferving how for they are confonant to, 
or fupported by, t}ic laws pf &at)ir^» a|id the principle^ of 
theBritifh fionftitution. 

'' Before } confider the charters of th^ colonies , it will he; 
convenient pre vlou fly to de^ls^'e, that it is an axiom, which 
np one, who isacquaipte^with the^iftory and policy of 
this kingdonci, wi|l feriouily controvert, that thel(jng of thi« 
realm has, \>j his prerogative, a cpnftitiition^l right lo ali- 
enate all acquifitions of tdj^i^ory, x^ot pi;eyibufly a^ne^ed to 
this kingdom, and emancipate aQy pfM^t of his^ fub^cdU irom 
their allegiance to hifufelf^and (as ^ nepeffary coniequence) 
from the authority of parliament. This prerogative baa 
been fo conflantly exercifeij by the crown, at almoft every. 
treaty of p^ace, and pn ^ variety of other occasion?, from 
thece^jon of Calais,, (o the fales pf Dunkirk, Tangier, &c. 
and from thence to t^e prefent time,and with the; invariable 
concurrence of parliament, that apy pajfticular examples or 
awguments, in fi^pport of this pofition, n^ull be unneceilary. 
In the ex^rcife oi thi^ und\fputed prerogative, the fovereigns 
of this ipealm h4ve granted to |he colonies the charters and 
privileges wl^icK are the objc^^s of their prefent cpntenti* 
on, and by whicti they were renderedi diftin^t (^s^tes, unite4 
in one common fovereign.^The moft antient of their char- 
ters was granted by. Queen Elizabet^^,, under the great;, ^ 
ieal of kng^nd, and confirmed by parliatnent in the year 
^i^^>^ by which ^e whole country, called Virginia, was

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grsBtedto Sir Walter Raleigh, his heirs and aAgns, mtHf 
hioft axnjple manner, and in perpetual fovereigntj, «it^ 
full flower of legtflacioni and eftailiihing a civil govera- 
ment in that country, which was to be united to the x^\a% 
pt England in perfect league and ^amity, to be within the ' 
allegiance of the Engliihcrowui s^nd held by homage and 
the payment of one fifth of all gold and fitver ore. Sir 
Sir Walter Raleigh being difcouraged in his attempts foi^ * 
fhc fettlemeht of Virginia, bjy the great expence and a va^ ' 
riety of unfttcccfifttl incidents, ailigned the country to fe- ' 
irersd gentlenien and merclnints in London, who with 
pther aiTociatcs, obtained new charters, coaveying to them 
ali^the rights, irefted in Sir Walter, before his attainder, 
with the fame jurifdi^ions, royalties, powers, privileges, 
franchifes, &c. >v 

The ftcond of thefe charters to the treaf^ra* and company 
of Virginia, dated at Weftminfterthe 23d of Mafdi 1609, " 
gi:ants authority ** to make, ordain, and eftabirih, all man- 
«< aer of orders, laws, dire^ions,- inftmftions, forms and ' 
f* ceremonies of government and magtOiracy, fit and neccf- * 
f * fary for, and concerning the government of, the faid co* - 
'*. lony mad plantation, and the feas adjacent, and the fame 
<* .to abrogate, &c.** with an exprefs covenant aad g^ant * 
for htmlelf, hts heirs, &c. «< to and with the faid treafurer • 
y and company, their fuccdfors, factors, and affigns, that ' 
<« d»y, and of ^very of them, ftall he free from all tares 
** and impofitions /^r evtr^ upon any goods or merchandises,' 
« at any time o^ times hereafter, either upon importatioQ 
f< thither, or exportation from thence, into our realm of 
•' England, or into any other of our realms or dominions.'* ^ 

Under theie fharters tb'e colony of Virginia, after im- 
m^fc difficulties, which they overcame without the leaft * 
pfliftance from the Englilh government, became fo confider- 
able, that in 1621, a general alfembly or legiflative authori- 
ty was' efiablilhed in the governor, council, and burgefts, 
•^bo we^eeleded by the freeholders as their rcprcfentatives ; 
and this aflembly has, from that sera, invariably exercifed 
the power of -legiflation over the colony. King James, 
hov^ever, by a proclamatioil, dialed the 15th of July 1624, " 
diflblved the Virginia company, rendering the colony im- ' 
pediately dependant on the crown; a meafure whicH 
faufed very difagreabte apprebenfio|i£ in th^ mind of its in- ;

oif March, in the third year of the reign of Charles the.firft« 
did ^ant to Sir Henry Rofwell, Sir John Yovn^« &c. a 
coDuderable part of the territory now included within that 
|)rQvince with alt their rights, privileges, jurifdidlons^, im- 
munities, 5cc. to be held from the crown, on the fame coit* 
ditions on which the council had reiseived them, . and this 
' grant ^was the next year. confirmed by letters patent from 
the kix>g, undpr the great feal of England, with the ad^ 
dition of other tca^. of land adjoining, tg be, held of the 
crown, in the fame manner, and with the fame privileges^ 
with which they had been betore granted to the Plymouth 
council, by the inhabitants, who were, by tbefe letters pst* 
tentt, creatdd a body politic, and corporate; by the name of 
th^govdmor and company of Maflkchufett*s Bay in Newi* 
England>.and farmed into a civil gov«rnratnt>all the^oaoB^r

■ This charter was afterwards vacated by a judgment giv-* 
en in the court of Chancery at Weftminfter, in the term of; 
theHdy Trinity, in the thirty firth year of the reign off 
Charles ?:he fecond, upon a writ of fiirr-faciaj 5 and the* 
colony ^fnained for fcveral years without a charter, till 
near die revo(!i|ti6n they imprifoned Sir Edmond Adrofs,* 
fiing James's -governor,and proclaimed the prince of Orange 
ibme time before hisT arrival in England, refuming the pri- 
'i?<legcs of their former charter, which would have beehaf-» 
ixs^wards reft«rcd, had not king William been difgufled by, 
sir vcmonftrance from Mr. Mather, the colony agent,againft.

•'Hereupon a new charter pai!M the grearfial;m|thfe third. 
year of WifHam and -Mary, in whrdr their fotfxi^ Right^j 
were rcftored, with diis exception, that the appointment of 
tflfeir governor; Keutenant- governor, and fecretary, was re-, 
ftn^ed to the crown,with a rijght to repeal their laws within 
tkc tei^ of three years. By this charter, the right of iii^-' 
pofing and levying, ** proportionable and reafonable affeft-' 
*^ mencs, rates and taxes, upon the eft^tes and perfons of 
«* all and every the proprietors iand inhabitants of theHiid^ 
** province, for his majefty*s fervice, in the heceiFary dc-

By thefe chartfecs they oontinue to this time.to ele^thei^ 
<>wn governoFSt 'and every other .civil and military o$cer | 
^d to make all their own, laws, which are not repealabie 
,by the crown qr any other aiMiunrity. 

. The preamble to the charter pf Conne£tictt> «4preftlf 
declares, that- the ** colooy, or the greate'flb part thereof^

ThatbeTftg rcferved for a more recent aera ; when the 
Bricflh rainiftry> embarra&d by the arrears of die civil Kft, 
Jtinable any longer to provide for the purpofes of -venality 
and corruption) and tired with the reiterated itaportimities ' 
oi" their dependants, (for'^ whom no adequkte provifions 
ittyold be made, as the adv^tage arifittg fi*bmthe difpoial- 
of places, was already anticipated, by^ reverftoHary granti' 
of all themoft lucrative fine cures, in the kidgdom ■;)HirII- 
formed tht defign of rai(mg a revenue firom the cofonies ; 
and as the then prinoe mtnifter Viras peffe^ly varied in all- 
the arts neceflary lor fecuring ^ parliamentsU'y'majoHty, he* 
thought it ttko^ eligible for obvious * reafbii^ to inveft tlie' 
Britilh parliament vnth a new right of granting to bis ma- * 
jefty the property of his American fubjeds, inftead of re- * 
i^uiring aid from their general affemblies, agreeable to the ' 
coRftitttttonU ptti£lice of everypreccding adminiftrdtton . 

XJw parliament, flattered with the ide»ofto ihcreaft of" 
power, accepted the right with which the miniftry, from ' 
corrupt views, had complimented them, dtough aft aAval- 
innovation till then unclaimed,aiid 1 believe tinthd't of. To 
r;5nder their^rtftettflons Co this, right the morephiufifale,di6' 
minifter artfullf endeavoured,' to eonfouad the original dif-

that the grants and charters froix^ the crown, by which the' 
commons of this kinj^omei^oyanex^ufiveri^ of taxing-' 
ibeir c<>nftltuentfti were cofi^ro^ by the fame fotefeign ' 
.prerogative vAich granted rfie charters and pririleges of ^ 
tb6 colonies ; whi^di of confequence ought to be efteemed 
ai jRicred as'our 'greilvchf^tei? <rf -libcxty-f forgetting aifi]^ 
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ttkt tfaefeprMleges are tefted m the cooiftionsof tbls t:ra||^ 
dom, to enable thsm to protect the fn'operty of their coiH 
ftitaeats, not to ufurp that of 2biy other part of his oia-* 
jelly's fubjeds. 

Had the coamions^ attended to thefe obvious particakrs^ 
they woold neither havedifputed a prerogative, which lup« 
ports their own political exiftance« nor. uAxrped diti^' au«4 
thority which by the fame prerogative- is conflktttioisaHy 
lodged, in the afTembMes of our colonies.- Bitt^ fafkad* of 
attending to thefe i cogent reafons, they psifed the late 
ftamp-aft for. granting his majefty au revenue from the^ co« 
kmiesy whilft they, and their conftltncnts, were ezettipt 
frogi contributing to* the donation, thereby reducin|« 
the klng^s 'American fubje^s to a^ual fiavery, agreeable tc^ 
the idea invariably entertained ot that odions (late. ^ 

Alarming as this attempt on their nataral & con^itmio^ 
nal rights ought to have been, its evils were aggravated b^ 
preceding grievances ; they were then involved in heavy 
debts incurred for the fnpport of the late war, and vvhichr 
they were the Icfs able todtfchatge, by a-dimination in thtf- 
Talue of their land, coofequent to the ac<)difiti(Xi of new 
territory, ceded to his majefty by the late peace ; an ac« 
qaifition, of whieh their troops had been- dented* a. {ji^aigoii , 
with the reft of ^the king's forces ferving in America ^ 
though enconragedtto «xped it by his late majefly's pro« 
clamfttioa; but neither .the infult of. thefe injurious idif- 
tin£tions» not -the opprefTion of their debts -were their only 
grievances : they were particularly embarraffed, by th« 
commercial rtegulatioBS of this kingdom, and, in iev^eral 
particulars, excluded from manufadturing the produce of 
their own lands for their ownufe ; a right entailed oa all 
Biankind, by an eternal law of nature. 

As members of agreat.'easpire, united under one iotcreign^ 
they had. tacitly fubmitted to the fupetin tending authority 
of tJie BritrOi parliament, in osakkig lawt to regulate the 
commercial intercourf&and connedkibn of the whole, thougli 
th^y had iound their regulations infereral inftances par*' 
ciaJ and calcuiiited more for the particular emolomeiit of 
this kingdom than the mutual advantage of the wliole em« 
pire ; to thefe, however, they had made nnr^ftAance ftom 
their natural^ repugnance to a contention ^wkh their parent 
coaatry.1 anduOiUcoatinttCtaackndvledgi^ our. clsiims^oyev

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&ttn charters, but of the Magna Charta ot thii kingdontj 
which in the prefent circumftances, pofitively exempt the 
colonics from parliamentary taxation. -^Taxation and re- 
prefentation are infepcrably conne^ed by an unabrogable 
Jaw of nature : a law coaeval with the exiftcnce of pro* 
perty and which by our great charter of liberty, has beta 
confirmed to all Britifti fubjedVs, fo that if we could juftly 
I'avalidate the feveral provincial charters, and confound 
their inhabitants with the fubjedls of this kingdom, parlia- 
mentary taxation would ftill be unconftitutional, unlefs 
Chey enjoyed an actual reprefentation ; which to pretend 
at prefent is an abfurdity too grofs to defcrve a ferious 
refutation : and yet your lordflitp*s advocates are frequent- 
ly guilty of this abfurdity, which may be fufficiently cx- 
pofed, by confidering the origin of the Englifh conftituti- 
on, introduced by our Saxon auxiHaries, who after fub- 
duing the kingdom, divided the land among individuals, 
ki proportion to their rank in the nation ; and every 
freeman who by this divifion became a freeholder ; was 
then a member of their Witten Cemott or parliament ; 
commerce had not then introduced opulence ; and our^ 
trading companies, with that vaft accumulation of wealth; 
the public funds, had no exiftence. At that sera lands- 
were the only property which could be confidered as a 
local attachment in the pofTefror, and all who had no fhare 
in this fpecies of property were juftly excluded from % 
feat in the national aiTembiy. The inconveniencies re- 
fulting from the perfonal attendance of every individual, 
introduced the ele£tion of delegates or reprefcntatives : 
The precife asra of this introdudton, hiftory does not de- 
termine ; it however appears from ftatute ift fien. v, Ch, 
ill. That every freeholder however fmall his freehold, 
had then a right to vote for reprefcntatives for the county ' 
in which he was refident, at the date of the writ for 
clei^ion ; a privilege which was afterwards by ftatute viii. 
Hen. vi. ch, 7. torn from the proprietors of freeholds, not 
yielding an anual profit of forty- flullings, who from the 
imaUnefs of their property, were confounded with thofe 
who were coiafidcred as having no local or permanent at- 
tachment to the kingdom and not only denied a fhare in 
its legiflations but fubjedled to taxation by an afTembly, ia 
whith they had no reprefentation, and confc<^uently de-

ante : their auxiliaries invariably po -operated with our 
troops in all the expeditions ag^inft Canad4,.at the attack, 
on. Carthagena, and everf oth^r operation of Iihportance^ 
in 'America : in the war.preceedingthe !a(V, they, at their, 
Ibwn motion^ undertook, and, executed the conqueft, of 
Louilhottrgt and thereby gave peace to Europe, as that. 
£iigkacqu«&tionw*s, atthe,enftttng,treaty« confxdere^ a^

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i& wjfeivatcnt for airtKc conquests tiiaie by 6ur enthiiief^ 
ifid afterwards reftored to France, for the recovery of pof- 
JeffioAs in which the colonies had not the inofV diftant id- 
fcreft. Their affcmblief however tmpofed n& taxes om* 
Gfeat-Britam, to recover the expence of this conqueft ; 
{hough as diftinfl fl:ates> fuch a meafure would in no ref-* 
icft have been riiare abftird/than our pretence of taxingf 
thcm^ to regain the expence of our nijilitary operations iiir 
America during the laft war ; a war which is the burthent 
of miniiterial declaniation, though the^mifconduft of the 
^loviies in rio rcfpedt contributed to engage us therein: 
fliey continued m peace with all their neighbours, till the 
French erected fbrts in his majefty's uncultivated territo- 
ries in Amcric>i, in which Great* Britain was as much in-^ 
terefted as the colbntes : to repel thefe encroachments, n» 
declaration of war was neccHary ; and this the colonies' 
feidertook, by direftion froni his majefly, near two years 
Itefore any fuch declaration was pubKfhed ; and if Great- 
Bntain chofe afterwards to enter into a general war with 
finance, are the colomcs to be pharged with the enonnout 
expence of that meafure ? We indeed fent troops to Ame- 
rica to^ oppofe thofe of France on that continent ; Sut caa' 
CiH ^ovd a reafohable pretence for raifing unconftituti- 
6nal claims on the colonics ? Had the French landed in 
Cornwall, and all the force of this kingdom been employ-' 
a againft them there, ihould we have expefted that^fingfe* 
conauy to have reimburfed the expence ? Wpuld it hive 
Been more advantageous to Grfcat- Britain, to have enga- 
ged the French in Germany, than in America, where our. 
operations were aflifted by the colonies, or to have ex-

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Georgia (brats generated by a)ini(Urial fiivour) not aii 
q{ the colonies received the ieait aid from our gOTcnuiMiit 
IB their fettleo^ent ; and as for protection vrit neVer <)ffcr«t| 
it to them in their infancy ; and of later years they h^ird 
neither wanted nor received any, except fnck as the.klog^ 
navy has afiPorded theii^ trade, ^^m conunoa with that of 
Portugal, &c.) the advantages ot which have infinitely ix^ 
eeeded ail the ^xpence this kingdom ever has, oe ever ca4 
incur, on that account : but was the cafo otherwife, and 
Iiad we a right to txptdt a contribution from the coloak^ 
awards the national ^xpence, why ihoUld We cieay thdn 
the privtlege of making it voluntary, and th,e pleadngop4 
portunity of demonftrating their affedtionis and loyalty t^ 
their rovereign,:by giving him a part of theif owa pnofer^ 
ty, agreable to their natural and conftitutioaal ri^hts^ 
which to their honour they have fo often exerciied for liis

, Had we not the (Irongeft prefumption that they wouM 
till contmue to afFord an. equitable contribution to th4 
tommdn cxpence, from their liberality .on former occafionili 
particularly during the laft war. When they exerted thcms* 
ielves. fo unequally in the common fervice, that the JBritUli 
parliament thought it a duty to g^nt them confiderabk 
lums to compenfate the difproportion of their fervice ; a]i4 
your lord&ip will pleaie to obferve, that this condaa of 
parliaadeht affords the moil convincing tefttmony that tht 
nation, at, the conclufion of the laft war, thought the co^ 
lonies no ways, indebted to us oa the fcore^of protedioa ( 
fince in that cafe, the grant of pecuniary compeoiatiom; 
to thofe^ whohad not, borne an equal fhare of the-puhlic 
burthen, wouid have been the mo(l confummate abfurdicy^ 
if then we had no demands on the colonies prior to tis 
conclufion of the laft war,they muft neccfiarily havearUea, 
£ncechat sra ; and yet it is hardly Credible that a people 
who, when few in number, were ibie to defend theonfeUe% 
/even in a ttnie of war, ihouid, when ihcrealed to thr^ 
caillioas, and in a time of profound peace, neceffariiy ineiit

Need I now, my lord, after having demop ft rated both' 
the illegality and injuftice of taxing America, to fay any 
thing of its inexpedience ? Will nothing be fufTicicnt to de- 
ter us from injurtice but proving its inutility ? Perhaps not;, 
at leaftl am perfuaded nothing but the expeftatiou of ad- 
va^jitage fron! this meafure has rendered us fo long blin4- 
IpJts injuftice.

What but avarice could have interrupted the conftituti- 
oual channel in which all fupplies from the colonies to the. 
crown had happily and conftantly flowed, and introduced 
in its ftead an attempt for invading their charters and in- 
sulting the prerogative by which they were granted ? 
What but a prefumption in our minifters, that a parlia- 
ment granting the property of others, would grant with 
tmlimited prodigality ? In taxing the colonies,"thc parlir 
ament was flattered with an increafe of powef, and th^. 
people of this kingdom with the hopes of relief from the op- 
prefiion of accumulated taxes. But in this, the former be- 
came the tools ofminiftcrial meafures, and the latter, .the- 
dupes of minifterial artifice, fmce if the whole property 
of all the colonies, was depofited in the Treafury of Gres^ 
Britain, I doubt whether it would abolifh afingle tax oa 
the articles confumed chiefly by the middling, and inferi- 
or people, or in any refpeft alleviate the weight of their 
complicated opprcfilon. The extenfion therefore of parli- 
amentary taxation to the colonies ,.is calculated only to proj 
' . vide new eftablIfliments,for the favourites of minifters, and

fbini&inz^ the eonftf^mptibn of 6ur commodities ; atil when 
Ve cotifider the expencc neceffary to colleft ^efc fahpofi* 
tions in i couiltry wherie tiiey are odious, and where afl 
idittcbapts to eludt the vigilance of oflS'cers Of the revenuii 
^ill be favoured and aSitted by th^ people, it muft be ev& 
ideatthatwe are ultimately loofers by thofe very taxes, fo^ 
which we havejuHly forfeited the confidence and affedioii 
Of our AittericAn fcllow-fubjeAs. The manufacture <4 
'^oarfe woolen and linen cloths, by the middling and infe- 
rior people in th^ northern Colonies, hai been e(labli(he4 
ever fince their fettlement, and is the only expedient bjf 
which the labouring families coUld find empl9yment therft 
during thoCe Ibng winters, in which they are buried i^ 
^oWy and. which preclude all but domeftic labour : more 
than this it Was neither their interefc, nor inclination to 
inanufkCture before the ftainp z& : That meafure howeve^ 
^ece^irily engaged then^ to extend their manufa6tures,no( 
<6nly to revenge our injuftice,but becaufe they were there- 
by rendered unable to pay for our commodities : a ^nend 
l^evolution of manners then extdided itfelf to all rslnl^s 6^ 
people among them, and, the fpirit of indufby, frfigalit^ 
and (Economy, fandified by the enthiifiafm of liberty, and 
patriotifm, ri^dered even ladies o( diftindioti in that 
touhtry, ambitiotis ot drefling In garments fpuh with tbei^ 
own h^nds, nor did this fpint immediately fqbfide by th^ 
irc^czl of thef ftamp-aC(; an4 accordingly we find thatthe 
fum of our exports to America in 1 766^ were lefs tharf

There can be no deception in their number, which is ac- 

- . curately afcertained by a pcJl ta«, on aJlmale adults in the 
colonies ; and as they are all (except Penfylvania) provi- 
d(ed with a roilida law, from which mo male inhabitants be- 
tween the agp of iixteen and fixty is exempt ; and are bc- 
fides familiarized to hunting and the ufe of arms ; I can- 
Bbtbut think them as fit for fervicein a rough woody A- 
mertcan country, as any regiments which your lordfliipcan 
order thither (on that juft and humane expedition) thofe 
6n\j excepted, who have already fervcd in that country. 
Whether therefore we fliould be able to fubjed the rcfift- 

, ing colonies, by force, is with mc a queftion ; at Jeaft the 
Helvettc Cantons, the United Provinces, & Corfica, afford 
pertinent proofs of the difficult^ in fubduing an inconfider- 
able people engaged in, and animated by the caufe of li^ 
bcrty. 

■ God forbid that the force of the colonies fliould ever be 
.oppofed to their parent country, or that this kingdom, by

' You juftly obfcrVe, *^ that the reft of the world are fb, • 
'♦, far advanced in connncrcei and fuch formidable, rivals 
•«.to Great- Britain, that her laft and ultimate hope is ia 
•«, the commerce of her colonies and her trade with them;'* . 
and I cannot but regret that thofe who have lately admi- 
t^ftered OUT affairs, have paid fo little attention tqthe pre*. 
Icrvation of this important article, and that not ^content 
^rth cmbarraiUng and reftraining the trade of the colonies 
ia every, channel, which did not immediately promote the 
jMprtial tatereft pf Great Britain, we have alfo driven them 
t4 «c0n6my and manafa^ures, and by our impolitic impo* 
itt'roos, compelled them \o difcover and experience, that . 
natural indopenidente, wKich a fertile foil with a variety pf 
cfrmates neceflaciiy affords them ; and if caiifes ftill co^ti- 
nite ro produce their natural effe^, the time is nowntiar^, 
when American manufailures will not be confined to thofe . 
cewnmodides, whofe fabricatioh we have encourage^ by 
our miifplaced and unconftitutional duties. 

As to your outlines of a provincial gpv^rnmenl, J itaU 
only obfcrve.that your pfcfiimption in attempting to fyb- 
v^rt an orfglnai and vequitable conftitution, and pj^ftribe 
a i»w government for tJ^rce millions ' of people, which .

I will imitate your example, ^ijd adopt the metaphor of 
a laborious family to convey ap ufeful admonition on this 
iubjc(5l : Imagine then, the colonies to be the growing vi- 
gorous fons of a fathcr,arriyed at leaft to the raeridian if 
not to the decline of life, and w^q has been hitherto fup- 
ported and enriched by their fucccfsfal induftry; fiiould 
this parent now adopt a rigorous and pppreflive conduft 
towards his children, would he not thereby neceffarily 
drive them from home, and compel them to renounce all 
connexion with their unnatural parent, and fet out in lif^ 
in purfuit of their own private intereft ?
